PETERSOROUGH CONFERENCE MADE IMPRESSION 



Delegates were Very Enthusiastic and their Accounts Elicit 

Unusual Interest 



The recent Missionary Conference 
held at Peterborough, '.»nt., has made 
a deep impression on our delegates. 
Already steps have been taken in a 
movement to enroll every McGill man 
as a member of a class for Misaion 
or Bible study. The Students' Mis- 
sionary Society of the Presbyterian 
College invited a?i McGill men to n 
meeting hold in the David Morrioe 
Hall on Friday evening, December 6. 
The purpose of the meeting was to 
give all students an opportunity of 
hearing reports from delegates to the 
Peterborough Conference and to dis- 
cuss plans for a systematic canvass 
of all McGill students with a view to 
enrolment for Mission and Bible 
study. 

McGill's interest in the missionary 
cause was shown by the fact that 
about 170 men attended the meeting. 

The Morrice Hall was decorated for 
the occasion. The great McGill ban- 
ner overhung the map of the world.* 

Clustered round McGill and round 
the world were banners of Diocesan, 
Weslcyan, Congregational and Pres- 
byterian Colleges. The Peterborough 
banoer was also present as a source 
of inspiration to the others. Tbe de- 
corations were in reality a tableau 
representing the feigner education of

Mr. W. G. A. Wilson gave a brief 
review of the addresses delivered by 
Prof. Gilmour of MCMaster Univer- 
sity. "There is such a thing as the 
devout life for the student," said 
Prof. Gilmour; and then proceeded to 
discuss it in its relation to the map 
of the world. Prayer is the essen- 
tial element in the devout life and 
the student who neglects it loses in 
inspiration, power and culture. 

Mr. Fairgrieve said it was the 
thinking men who were converted and 
the Peterborough Conference was a 
stimulus to thought.

ROYAL MILITARY COLLEGE 

There are few national institutions 
of more value and interest to the 
country than the Royal Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Notwithstanding 
this, its object and the work it is 
accomplishing are not sufficiently 
understood by the general public. 

The College is a Government insti- 
tution designed primarily for the 
J purpose of giving instruction in all 
branches of military science to offi- 
cers and Cadets of the Canadian 
Militia. In fact it corresponds to 
Woolwich and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and Military in- 
structors are all officers on the ac- 
tive list of the Imperial army, lent 
for the purpose, and there is in ad- 
dition a complete staff of professors 
for the civil subjects which form such 
an important part of the College 
oourse. Medical attendance is also 
provided. 

Whilst the College is organized on 
a strictly military basis the cadets 
receive practical and scientific train- 
ing in subjects essential to a sound 
modern education. 

The course includes a thorough 
grounding in Mathematics, Civil En- 
gineering. Surveying, Physics, Chem- 
istry, French and English. 

The strict discipline maintained nt 
the College is one of the most val- 
uable features of the course, and, in 
Addition, the constant practice of 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor exer- 
cise of all kinds, ensures health and 
excellent physical condition. 

Commissions in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Per- 
manent force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduates is con- 
sidered by the authorities conducting 
the examinations for Dominion Land 
Surveyor to be equivalent to a uni- 
versity degree, and by the regula- 
tions of the I,aw Society of Ontario, 
it obtains the same exemptions as a 
|B.A. degree.
